New York, July 4.—’The following 
letter was given out today by Law­ 
rence Abbot, of the Outlook, explain­ 
ing Col. Theodore Roosevelt’s resig­ 
nation as contributing editor of that 
magazine: 
“Sagamore Hill, Oyster Bay, June 
29, 
1914.— My Dear Mr. Abbot: 
I 
hope I need not tell you how very 
deeply I have appreciated my connec­ 
tion with the Outlook during the last 
live years. 
If I had been able to be, 
as I expected to be, a man entirely 
removed from all participation iii ac­ 
tive politics, nothing would give me 
keener pleasure than to keep on iii 
tile future exactly as in the past. 
“But the developm ents of the last 
three or four years have rendered It 
imperative th a t I should take a more 
or less active part in trying to secure 
in 
the 
nation and iii the several 
states the triumph of. those principles 
embodied in the progressive platform 
of 1912. 
“W hatever I can do, for instance. 
to aid in the elim ination of men like 
Mr. Penrose, jMr. Murphy 
and 
Mr. 
Barnes, from control of our political 
life, I must do. 
In addition, I now 
feel that I aru in honor bound to stand 
in strong ‘opposition to th e adminis­ 
tration. 
[ feel th at as regards inter­ 
national relations the policy of the 
present administration has m eant the 
abandonm ent 
of 
the 
interests and 
honoi; of America. 
‘Tj’tirt herm ore, T 
feel that, within 
our own boundaries the course pur­ 
sued by the administration has meant 
the abandonm ent of every sane effort 
to secure the abatem ent of social and 
industrial evils. 
Its legislative and 
executive program has brought about 
grave industrial depression and suf­ 
fering to business men, farm er and 
wage w’orker alike, although perhaps 
m ost of all to the wage worker. 
“Having to do this political work, 
L has become impossible for me to 
'give the time necessary to carry out 
my duties as a member of the edito­ 
rial staff of the Outlook. 'According­ 
ly’. w ith the deepest regret I hereby 
resign from th at position.

nation in its present condition, the out­ 
look is not very hopeful, is it? 
(G. S.) 
Answer.—Man, 
on 
the downward 
course of sin and condemned to death, 
finds himself absolutely linable in any 
way to provide for his release from 
the curse upon him. 
Vague promises 
were made to the Jews and their an­ 
cestors during the first 4,000 years of 
the world’s history. The fulfilment of 
these began with the ministry of the 
greatest of Jews, Jesus of Nazareth. 
Iii His death, the Ransom was pro­ 
vided sufficient so that when Ile shall 
apply it for the world of mankind, the 
curse may be removed from all; then 
“there shall t>e h o more curse” (Revela­ 
tion 21:4). It Is the kingdom of David 
that is to be established (Acts 15:lUi) 
with Jesus as the untypical David. 
This re-established kingdom, original­ 
ly given to the Jews, will be spiritual

FEEDING AT COMMON TROUGH 


Since it is important that a cow 
should have enough feed to satisfy the 
S appetite, the proportion of coarse feed 
to grain must be adjusted to her actual 
needs. 
Roughage, in a general way, 
should be fed according to her size, 
allowing two pounds of hay per hun­ 
dredweight when it is the only rough­ 
age used. When silage is fed, the 
general rule may be to feed one pound 
of hay and three pounds of silage per 
i hundredweight and the balance of the 
nutrients needed should be provided 
j In concentrates, except that 
when 
I roots are fed they w ill take the place 
of a part of the grain at the rate of 
ten pounds of roots for one pound of 
I grain.

I that spare, big-bodied cows will take

Here is something, taken from Har­ 
per’s Weekly, that hits the nail on 
the head. 
Speaking of the work of 
the United States commission on in­ 
dustrial relations, the writer says: 
One of the ideas that the commis­ 
sion must attack most vigorously is 
the notion that an employer is only 
an employer and that organized labor 
is just a powerful fighting organiza­ 
tion. 
Organized labor consists of sev­ 
eral millions of men, 
women 
and 
children—interesting, hopeful, appeal­ 
ing human beings, banded together in 
an attempt to improve their ioL And 
an employer is not just a pursuer of 
profits. 
He also is a human being. 
lf the directors of a large corporation 
that was fighting the union during a 
strike could visit the assembly halls 
of the union and see there the fami­ 
lies gathered together, could witness 
the sacrifices and heroisms and the 
fellowship, they would cease being 
directors and become just men, and 
they would understand the stnke as 
never before. 
No employer, challeng­ 
ing with all his resources the right 
of a union to exist, could talk so 
coolly of fundamental principles if 
only he had visited the strikers’ colo­ 
nies, not as a corporation director, 
not as an employer, not as a repre­ 
sentative of capital, hut as a human 
being, reacting to the hopes and as­ 
pirations and sorrows of other hu­ 
man beings. 
He would the I under­ 
stand that fine spun principles have 
nothing to do with it, that it is a 
struggle for more freedom, for better 
lives on the part. not of tim mine 
workers, not of “organized labor.” 
but of men and women and children.

Simple Plan of Using Calf Stanchions 
Is Best W ay to Overcome One 
Serious Error. 


To feed the calves from one com 
mon trough is a serious error. 
The 
largest and tho most greedy calves 
get more than their share and the 
smaller and weaker are robbed. 
The 
very simple plan of using calf stanch 
ions is the best way of meeting this 
difficulty. Small rigid stanchions large 
enough for the calves can be made 
very easily or bought cheaply, and 
they will many times pay for them­ 
selves. 
When stanchions are 
used 
each calf can be fed separately and 
just the amount it seems to need. The 
slow or weak one gets all it deserves 
just as well as do tho others. 
If a 
calf is ill and it is desirable to reduce 
Its food it can be done nicely when 
feeding is dona in stanchions. 
Then 
the use of stanchions overcomes anoth­ 
er evil, that of the calves sucking each 
other as they invariably do when sev­ 
eral are fed together and run loose 
immediately afterward. 
The habit of 
sucking is not only injurious at the 
time, but as in a case observed a 
short time ago tho ill effects may show 
up later. In that case the owners had 
raised some fine dairy heifers. 
Two 
of them learned to suckle each other 
when calves. 
Later when they had 
become mothers and were in milk they 
suckled each other whenever the op­ 
portunity offered. 
As a consequence 
it was necessary to sell one of them.

For alleged violation of the term s 
M tile injunction the women w as sent 
to jail for ten days for contem pt of 


court. 
A writ of certiorari took the case 
before the supremo court, where it 
was held th a t the ip junction will not 
lie against m aintenance of improper 
houses.

Judge Woodson says these resorts 
lo not fall within the category of nui­ 
sances which can be abated by in­ 
junction. 
He said there are criminal 
statutes enacted for the abolition of 
such places, and th a t these constitute
